Buses Want
Local Fares

Bus lines from Redondo
Beach, Inglewood, Hawthorne,
Gardena and Wilmington are
very willing to tap Torrance
territory and take trade which
normally and rightfully belongs
to Torrance merchants to oth-
er communities, according to a
survey completed this week by
the Press.

And they are willing to get the
trade away from Torrance mer-

chants for a 10 cent fare, the
survey shows,
It is - estimated that nearly

$13,000,000 in retail trade which
belongs to Torrance is lost by lo-
cal merchants annually. Much of
it is taken from the city by the
ambitious bus line operators
from nearby communities,

It costs most of the people in
the Greater Torrance Trading
Area 15 cents to come to Tor-
rance.

However, out-of-town buses
traversing the same area will
take the consumers to Gardena,
Redondo Beach, or Wilmington
for 10 cents,
